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Continuation of 3. NOTE: New issues arise in claim 35 now reciting the cleaning strip comprises an elongate support member, a flexible 
strip extending along substantially the entire length of the elongate support member, and a plurality of tabs for engaging a surface to be 
cleaned. New issues arise in claim 51 now reciting movement stop means adapted to allow the cleaning strip to adopt a first orientation, a 
second orientation, and orientations between the first and second orientation, and to prevent the cleaning strip from adopting orientations 
beyond the first or second orientation. New issues arise in claim 75 now reciting that the housing has a cavity in the underside, an 
elongate support member housed in the cavity, and at least one surface engagement structure mounted on the elongate support member 
in an orientation relative to the surface cleaning strip such that in the cleaning orientation the surface engagement structure contacts a first 
cavity wall, and in the second orientation the surface engagement structure contacts the surface to be cleaned. New issues arise in claim 
83 now reciting the cleaning strip assembly comprising an elongate support member, a flexible strip extending along substantially the 
entire length of the elongate support member, and a plurality of tabs for engaging a surface to be cleaned . 
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
